' *» LOS ANGELES (AP) — Paroled killer Dan White may 
be moved from Los Angeles to another state where he his 
“family ties" if a Job becomes available there, according to 
a private memo given the county Board of Supervisors. 

The three-page memo was prepared by County Counsel 
DcWltl Clinton and sent to the supervisors Tuesday, the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner said today. 

The memo outlined earlier efforts by state corrections 
authorities to parole White to the unnamed state instead 
< f sending him to Los Angeles. 

“Apparently Mr. White has family members residing, 
gut of California," it says, “and did not object to his being 
transferred to (the unnamed) state.” 

Clinton quoted Irv Marks, director of the state Correc¬ 
tions Department's Interstate Compact Division, as saying 
that the lack of a Job was all that had prevented White 
from going to another state initially. 

"After conducting an investigation into Dan White’s 
future,” Clinton said, “the receiving state concluded that 
Mr. White could not be employed until late spring, 193-1, 
and they refused to accept him as a parolee for that 
repson,” 

A slate lias the right to reject any parolee beitg 
O' nsidcrcd for transfer, said Clinton, who was asked by 

tfe* supervisors to look into the reasons for White’s parole 
here. 

Clinton said Marks would not reveal the Identity of the’ 
state under consideration. 

White, was released from prison this month after 
serving five years for killing San Francisco Mayor George 
Mosconc and San Francisco Supervisor Harvey Milk. He is 
ivmg in an undisclosed location in Los Angeles County. 

Both the l,os Angeles City Council and the count/ 
>u|icrvisors last week officially.askcd the state to removi 
White from the area. 

White's transfer out of California could be done under 
the nationwide Uniform Act (Compact) for Out-of-State 
Parolee Supervision. 

Under that law, there are currently 907 California 
parolees living in other states and 1,568 parolees from 
ether states living here, Clinton noted. ' 

Howard Miller, deputy director of the state Parole 
wision. would say only that there were no present plans 
’ remove White from the Los Angeles area. 

Miller said he does intend to respond to the complaints

SANTA ANA — Dr. Daniel D. C. 
Sigler, an Orange County chiroprac¬ 
tor who describes himself as a “co 
servative right-wing businessm 
vows to protect his family and friends 
from felons like Dan W&fe, who 
Sigler says may be in their midst. 

Ronald C. Strunk, a contractor, 
believes White’s case shows there is 
“too much liberalism in the state” 
Although prison officials say White 
las been paroled in Los Angeles 
bounty, Strunk also believes White 
pay be in Orange County. He thinks 
citizens ought to act against the “po¬ 
tential danger” the state created by 
releasing White. 

The two men and four friends 
who hold the same sentiments incor- * 
porated this week as the Citizens 
Protection Association, which is offer¬ 
ing a $10,000 reward to the person 
who tells them where White is. 

They want to tell people in White's 
immediate surroundings of his pres¬ 
ence. In case the reward fails to 
produce results, the group has filed 
fuit against the state and the state 
Department of Corrections seeking to 
brce disclosure of White’s where- 
ibouts. 

“We feel the rights of innocent 
neighboB-^ad^co-workers outweigh

Corrections department' spokes¬ 
man Phil Guthrie said the jgrpup is 
“dead wrong” in its theory thatjWhite 
is in Orange County. The department 
has said only that White will serve 
the one-year term of his parole in Los 
Angeles County. 

During a press conference yester¬ 
day Sigler, Strunk and attorney Jef¬ 
frey Walsworth explained the pur¬ 
pose of the organization. 

“All we seek is to give citizens the 
opportunity to make a knowledgeable 
decision whether to stay there or? 
move on (once they learn of White’s 
whereabouts),” Walsworth said. “We 
intend to keep the information strict¬ 
ly confidential except to the people 
working or living with him in the 
same neighborhood. 

“This is not a bounty and we are 
not a vigilante committee.” 

The group has hired a private 
investigator who is trying to find 
leads on White’s whereabouts. 

White, 37, was released on parole 
last Friday after serving five years of 
a seven-year, eight-month sentence* 
for the vountary manslaughter o£San 
Francisco Mayor George Moscone 
and The City’s first openly gay super' 
vi sor^ Harve v in 1978. 
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Hi&££l£ 2 ££ia the Los AngsSofeacga 
created a furor. The Los Angeles 
County supervisors. City Council, m- 
lice Commission, Mayor Tom Bradle /, 
police Chief Daryl Gates and g«y 
Icommunity leaders have called for 
Jwhite’s ouster. 

But none of those groups called on 
authorities to pinpoint White’s locu¬ 
tion, and the Citizens Protection Ass >- 
ciation has become the target of criti¬ 
cism for making that demand. 

Chief Deputy Attorney General 
Nelson Kempsky, called the group 
“grotesque” He said that the correc¬ 
tions department is entitled to wi h- 
hold information about White unc er 
privacy laws and that WalwortA’s 
grou^inaiLie guilty ^oL invad ing 
White’s privacy. . 
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however^ does not advocate* hunting 
White’dowK^ 
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
